Local banker 
James Perry 
dies at age 72 

James R. Perry, 72, of West Liberty 
died last Thursday at Morgan County 
ARH Hospital following a long illness. 
As president and chairman of the board 
of Commercial Bank, he played an im- 
portant role, often behind the scenes, in 
most of this county’s important eco- 
nomic and community development 
achievements of the past three decades, 
and played a key role in efforts during 
the 1980s that led to West Liberty being 
selected as the location of the Eastern 
Kentucky Correctional Complex, which 
brought many jobs to the county. 

Mr. Perry was a member of the West 
Liberty United Methodist Church and 
was a member of the Morgan County 
Appalachian Regional Hospital Board 
and the Gateway Area Development 
Board. He was a member of the West 
Liberty Kiwanis Club and was found- 
ing chairman of the Morgan County 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Survivors include his wife, Barbara 
Patterson Perry of West Liberty; a 
daughter, Sara Jim Blair of Lexington, 
and a sister, Mrs. Pam Rose of West Lib- 
erty. The obtuary appears on Page 4. 
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Judge Exec, 
speaks out on 
investigation 

In his regular column, nor- 
mally devoted to informing the 
public about what is going on in 
county government, Judge Execu- 
tive Tim Conley this week re- 
sponds for the first time to rumors 
and reports that have surrounded 
and emanated from an ongoing 
special grand jury investigation 
that has targeted him for unspeci- 
fied allegations of wrongdoing in 
office. 

Seated in September by Attor- 
ney General Greg Stumbo amid 
rumors that its purpose was to in- 
dict Conley, who was running for 
reelection, the special grand jury 
has met three times, once before 
the election and twice since, and 
has not returned an indictment, 
leading to observations voiced in 
some sectors that the investigation, 
presided over by Special Prosecu- 
tor Brent Turner of Prestonsburg, 
may be turning into a “fishing ex- 
pedition.” 

In an earlier interview, Turner 
predicted that the jury’s work 
would be concluded soon, but 
noted that it is the grand jury’s re- 
sponsibility “to go where the tes- 
timony leads.” 

The panel is scheduled to be re- 
called again this month for a 
fourth session. 

In his response to rumors and 
news reports about the special 
panel’s investigations, Conley says 
he would welcome an opportunity 
to appear before the grand jury.

E-911 prankster’s 
handset is traced 
and confiscated 

The West Liberty Police Department, 
which takes a dim view of prank calls, 
this week announced that it has the tech- 
nology to trace such phone calls. 

On the evening of December 19, the 
West Liberty E-9 1 1 Center received 136 
prank calls within a four-hour period 
from a deactivated Trac Phone hand set. 

Communications Director John 
Conley said wireless provider records, 
global positioning technology, and po- 
lice department records led to identify- 
ing and locating the handset that was 
used to dial the prank calls. 

Director Conley said prank calls can 
interrupt or delay responses to real life- 
threatening emergencies. 

“We take a dim view of 911 prank- 
sters,” said Police Chief Kelse Hensley, 
“and we will devote the resources nec- 
essary to track them down.”

You do not have to be a politi- 
cal junkie to recognize that 2006 
was an extraordinary year in Ken- 
tucky politics. 

Gov. Ernie Fletcher was in- 
dicted and abandoned by the top 
leaders of the Kentucky Republi- 
can party, including his own lieu- 
tenant governor. 

With Fletcher widely consid- 
ered un-electable in 2007, the top 
thier of potential Democratic can- 
didates for governor simply 
walked away from the race. 

Makes you wonder what they 
know that we do not but should. 

It was the year the General 
Assembly actually passed a state 
budget in a timely fashion. It also 
was the year Anne Northup lost 
her seat in congress to a Demo- 
crat who is actually proud to call 
himself a liberal and in public at 
that. 

Makes you also wonder what 
could possibly happen in 2007 to 
top 2006. 

If 2006 was the worst year 
possible for Ernie Fletcher, it also 
had its up sides as well. After all, 
his nemesis, Attorney General 
Greg Stumbo, made Fletcher an 
offer he would have been crazy 
to refuse, a plea agreement that 
dropped indictments against 
Fletcher in exchange for the 
governor’s admission that 
Stumbo’ s investigation of merit 
system violations was justified. 

Then Fletcher merrily contin- 
ued dismissing the whole un- 
pleasantness as purely politics. 

And despite the Chinese wa- 
ter torture of leading state Repub- 
licans for calling him not to seek 
re-election - the David Koresh of 
the Kentucky Republican party no 
less! - only little known Paducah 
businessman Billy Harper has 
filed to oppose Fletcher in the 
2007 Republican primary for 
governor. 

That could change, of course, 
before the filing deadline the end 
of January, but each passing day 
that Fletcher gets to promise part 
of an ethereal $278 million bud- 
get surplus makes it less likely 
Northup or Ft. Gov. Steve Pence 
or any other viable opponent will 
get into the 2007 GOP family 
brawl. 



Harper, the wealthy owner of 
construction companies, says he 
will spend what is necessary to 
unseat the governor he played an 
important role in electing in 2003. 
So far Harper has spent about $2 
million on television ads inform- 
ing Kentucky voters he is better 
for schools and he drives his own 
race car. 

An even further example of 
why successful businessmen do 
not necessarily have good sense 
is the possibility that Fouisville 
businessman Bruce Funsford 
may run again for the Democratic 
nomination. 

Funsford ran in 2003, spent an 
estimated $8 million of his own 
money and dropped out the week 
before the primary - and 
promptly endorsed fletcher. That 
hardly seems a way to win friends 
and influence among Democratic 
voters across Kentucky. 

But then millionaire business- 
men have succeeded in winning 
the governor’s office in t he past 
- John Y. Brown Jr., Wallace 
Wilkinson and Brereton Jones, 
which says a lot about millionaire 
businessmen as governors. 

Wilkinson won in large party 
by proposing a state lottery at a 
time when conventional political 
wisdom held any kind of gam- 
bling was anathema to Kentucky 
voters. It was not and the Ken- 
tucky Fottery has been one of the 
nation’s most successful. 

Could 2007 be the year when 
the governor’s office goes to the 
candidate with the political guts 
to propose slot machines at race- 
tracks or even, heaven forbid, 
gambling casinos in the common- 
wealth? 

Stranger things have happened 
in Kentucky politics, as 2006 so 
clearly demonstrated. 

And finally, if U.S. Rep. Ben 
Chandler is as successful in lard- 
ing the Sixth Congressional Dis- 
trict with pork from the House of 
Appropriations Committee as 
Rep. Hal Rogers has been in the 
Fifth District, Central Kentucky 
may begin boasting that is a key 
part of the Platinum Triangle in- 
stead of the golden one. 

This time a year from now, we 
will have all the answers. In the 
meantime, sit back and enjoy the 
political theater season of 2007.

The Judge’s Comer

Hello from Judge Tim Conley: 



Over the past six months, there 
have been a lot of rumors regard- 
ing a special grand jury and my- 
self. I think it is time to let the 
people of Morgan County, which 
I work for, know about the ru- 
mored allegations. First of all, at 
this point these are only rumors. 
It is a shame that during an elec- 
tion someone can indicate an al- 
leged wrong doing and spend 
thousands of dollars of your tax 
money investigating and seating 
a special grand jury, summoning 
people to appear before it and 
only giving them less than 24 
hours notice to appear. All of this 
time, no investigator or law en- 
forcement official has ever 
walked through the door of my 
office and asked me or my office 
staff any questions, or have they 
accused me of any wrong doings. 
As you know, the regular grand 
jury was in session when these 
rumors started. However, the in- 
vestigating party felt they needed 
a “ special grand jury” to hear my 
case. I feel the 12 members of the 
regular grand jury that was al- 
ready empaneled and heard all 
your cases would be just as fair 
on my case. Rumor has it that one 
person on the “special grand jury” 
is an ex-county official, another 
a county official. Another mem- 
ber of the “special grand jury” 
made comments three weeks 
prior to being selected for the jury 
that he would “see the Judge in- 
dicted if it was the last thing that 
he done.” Three weeks prior to its 
seating, no one supposedly knew 
it was the judge being investi- 
gated. 



Now on to what they are sup- 
posedly investigating. 



When I took office in 2003, the 
road department did not have suf- 
ficient equipment to do the day- 
to-day tasks that are necessary to 
maintain the county road system. 
Also, there was a four million 
dollar total road bond debt left 
from the previous administration, 
which will not be paid off until 
2019/2020. We had an ice storm 
and flood in February 2003 and 
we had no equipment to work 
with. I loaned my personal truck 
and chain saws to the county for 
one week at no cost to clear road- 
ways in the Blairs Mill area. Then 
in the spring we had nothing to 
mow the roadsides with, so again 
I loaned my personal tractor (a 
Ford 3930) with mower to the 
county for one month, at no cost, 
in order to help mow our road- 
sides for the safety of our school 
buses and public traffic. In the 
spring of 2005, we had a road that 
required a dozer to repair it. The 
county did not own a dozer and 
instead of renting a very expen- 
sive piece of equipment, I loaned 
my 450 dozer, at no cost, to re- 
pair this road in the Ditney Ridge 
area. While using my dozer, the 
road foreman broke a pulley on 
the dozer. The road foreman came 
to me and told me that they had 
broken the pulley. I told him to

take the dozer back and I would 
get my brother-in-law to repair it, 
then we would continue to repair 
the road. The foreman said that 
he had already torn it down and 
that he would get the pulley and 
put it back on the dozer. When he 
ordered the pulley, by mistake the 
company billed the county 
$650.00. When the purchase or- 
der came through the fiscal court 
meeting, all bills were approved 
for payment. When I was notified 
of this error, I contacted the com- 
pany and they issued a credit for 
the amount to the county and a 
letter apologizing for the mistake. 
The company then billed me per- 
sonally for the dozer part. The 
odd thing about this is that a year 
and a half ago, pictures were 
taken of this event but no one 
brought the error to my attention. 
The entire fiscal court approves 
all of the bills, and then months 
later during the election season, 
it has become an issue. Our an- 
nual audits are available for re- 
view in my office. 

We have worked hard to ob- 
tain much needed equipment to 
guarantee county roads can be 
adequately maintained. To insure 
public safety for our school buses 
and traveling public, I have 
loaned my personal equipment to 
Morgan County at no cost to try 
and make it a safer and better 
place to live. If someone wants 
to spread rumors, then all that I 
can say is POFITICS, POFITICS, 
POFITICS. 



This is a politics-driven inves- 
tigation and does not need to pull 
our county down. The special 
grand jury has met three times 
and has not returned an indict- 
ment. 



I would like the opportunity to 
go before the grand jury. I have 
nothing to hide, but I do have 
work to do. I won an election by 
over 63% margin and now, for 
political purposes, some in the 
political arena are trying to tear 
me down through the court sys- 
tem with negative rumors and at- 
tacks. It’s like poison ivy vine, we 
need to find the root of these al- 
legations and dig it out and let it 
die. I will serve you for four more 
years, as I have over the past four 
years.

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Menifee gets funds 
for new health dept. 

FRENCHBURG — Menifee 
County has received a $500,000 
grant to help fund a new Health 
Department. The location for the 
new facility is still to be deter- 
mined. 

The funding, announced by 
Gov. Ernie Fletcher, is from a $10 
million allocation set aside by the 
2006 General Assembly to create 
the Focal Health Department In- 
frastructure Development Pool.

Low-income pet owners may 
get a voucher application from 
participating veterinarians; by 
calling the KDA toll-free at 1- 
888-297-9093, or by download- 
ing the application off the 
Department’s website, 

www.kyagr.com. Applicants must 
return the completed application 
to the KDA. Once they are ap- 
proved, participants will be re- 
sponsible for a $10 co-pay per 
procedure, to be paid to the vet- 
erinarian. 

The KDA reported that 1,002 
pet owners and 168 veterinarians 
participated in the program in 
2005. 

The voucher program is 
funded with proceed from the sale 
of spay and neuter license plates. 
The plates are available for an 
initial fee of $25 and an annual 
renewal fee of $20. Vehicle own- 
ers can get the spay and neuter 
license plate by applying at their 
county clerk’s office. 



CHILD ABUSE -A 
MATTER OF FACT 

Child maltreatment falls in 
one or more of four general cat- 
egories - physical abuse, sexual 
abuse, emotional abuse, and ne- 
glect. There are clues to recog- 
nizing this maltreatment. Unex- 
plained burns may be an indica- 
tor of abuse. Be especially alert 
to cigarette burns. This type of 
burn is circular, and often found 
on the child’s palms, soles of feet, 
genitalia or abdomen. Immersion 
burns characteristically will pro- 
duce sharp lines of demarcation 
and appear on the buttocks, geni- 
tal area, or extremities. On the 
hands and feet, burns can produce 
a “glove” or “stocking” effect. 
On the buttocks, immersion bums 
will often be “doughnut shaped”. 
Oftentimes rope burns may indi- 
cate abuse, as well as burns in the 
shape of common household 
utensils or appliances.

Morning Hypoglycemia 

Everyone experiences one of those days when they wake up with a headache 
or feel a bit grouchy. For people with diabetes y these may be symptoms of a 
potentially life-threatening condition: morning hypoglycemia. 



Also known as low blood sugar and 
insulin reaction, hypoglycemia occurs from 
time to time in most people with diabetes, 
even among those who work hard to keep 
their diabetes under control. It can occur at 
any time of day and for a variety of reasons, 
ranging from over-using drugs to treat dia- 
betes to exercising harder than usual. 

How do you know if that headache is a 
warning sign? The most important and 
accurate measure is a blood glucose read- 
ing of 70 mg/dL or lower; that is the 
benchmark for hypoglycemia. Other symp- 
toms include: 

• Shakiness 

• Dizziness 

• Sweating 

• Paleness 

• Unexplained behavioral changes 
(moodiness, crying) 

• Clumsy or jerky movements 

• Confusion 

• Tingling around the mouth 

• Seizure 

• Loss of consciousness 

The first line of defense against morning 
hypoglycemia is to check your blood sugar 



regularly, especially just before bedtime. If 
your reading is below 120 mg/dL, eat a larg- 
er bedtime snack than usual and make 
sure it contains carbohydrates and protein. 

You must follow your schedule for eat- 
ing and taking medications as closely as 
possible, and be aware of how changes in 
that schedule can affect your blood sugar. 
Eating dinner earlier than usual, for exam- 
ple, or skipping your nighttime snack, can 
bring on morning hypoglycemia. Drinking 
alcohol in the evening, especially without 
eating, can cause morning hypoglycemia 
as well. Exercising regularly is an impor- 
tant part of a healthy lifestyle. However, 
be aware that if you exercise harder or 
longer on a particular day, you should be 
prepared to eat a bit more to keep your 
blood sugar level from dropping too low. 

If you feel any symptoms of hypo- 
glycemia, check your blood glucose read- 
ing immediately. If it is 70 mg/dL or lower, 
quickly drink a half-cup of any fruit juice or 
regular — not diet — soft drink, eat five or 
six pieces of hard candy, or take two to 
three glucose tablets. Be careful not to 
over-treat. It could take up to 15 minutes 




> 



for these measures to take effect; if you 
over-consume sugar, you may go quickly 
from having blood sugar that is too low to 
having blood sugar that is too high. After 
15 minutes, check your blood sugar again; 
if it is still low, repeat the treatment. 

If you have several episodes of hypo- 
glycemia, be sure to discuss the problem 
with your doctor. You may need to change 
your medication or your dosing regimen.

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James R. Perry 

James Randolph Perry, died 
Thursday, December 28, 2006, at 
Morgan County Appalachian Re- 
gional Hospital, following a long 
illness.

New pgm. helps small firms 
provide health insurance 



ICARE designed to help 
small business owners 
pay health ins. payments 

FRANKFORT, Ky. — While 
small businesses are the backbone 
of Kentucky’s economy, it is a 
struggle for many of them to pro- 
vide health insurance to employ- 
ees, a benefit needed to attract the 
best workers and remain competi- 
tive. 

Recognizing this, Governor 
Ernie Fletcher and the legislature 
worked together during the 2006 
General Assembly to create the 
Insurance Coverage Affordability 
and Relief to Small Employers 
(ICARE) program. 

This pilot project is designed 
to help Kentucky small business 
owners pay health insurance pre- 
miums for workers by providing 
a monthly incentive payment. The 



program is open to small busi- 
nesses with 2-25 employees that 
have not offered health insurance 
for the past 12 months or those 
that have an employee with a de- 
fined high-cost condition. The 
Kentucky Environmental and 
Public Protection’s Office of In- 
surance administers ICARE. Ap- 
plications are being accepted now 
with incentive payments to begin 
in January for those determined 
to be eligible. The budget for the 
first two years of the program is 
$20 million, and applications are 
accepted on a first come, first 
served basis. Enrollment will be 
limited to ensure the appropria- 
tion is not exceeded.

The first memory I have of 
Cannel City School was in June, 
1938. Wardie and I had been mar- 
ried just a few days, when we vis- 
ited their graduation exercises. I’ll 
never forget what an impressive 
speech Forest Lacy made. The 
school had only been in session 
for around two years. In 1936 the 
new building was finished and the 
old school was moved from the 
top of the hill where Wardie 
graduated in 1928. The first 
graduation was in 1916 with three 
graduates: Miles Henry Ferguson, 
Bill Johnston, and Lester Stacy. 

When Franklin D. Roosevelt 
was elected president in 1932 and 
Ova O. Haney was superinten- 
dent, big changes started taking 
place in Morgan County. The 
WPA was organized along with 
other organizations for the better- 
ment of Morgan County and other 
Eastern Kentucky counties. Un- 
der the direction of the WPA, four 
schools were built in Morgan 
County: Cannel City, Morgan 
County, Crockett, and Wrigley. 
The Cannel City High School 
lasted until 1953 when the last 
graduation was held consisting of 
twelve students: Sue Mounts, 
Norma Perkins, Imogene Craft, 
Gloria Salyer, Carleen Lacy, 
Lucille Litteral, Naomi Benton, 
Smith Whitt, Gary Cooper, 
Jimmy Bailey, Lloyd Ross, and 
Ray Terrell. 

The 10-12 grades were moved 
to Morgan County High School 
in 1953— only nine grades re- 
mained now known as the Can- 
nel City Junior High School, with 
Dorsey Benton as principal. 
Wardie followed Dorsey as prin- 
cipal which was terminated when 
we took over the Mountain Ha- 
ven Children’s Home, in Letcher 
County, where we taught the 
Smoot Creek School for two 
years, later returning to Morgan 
County where he later became 
principal until his retirement in 
1969. 

In 1965 the ninth grade was 
moved to West Liberty. In 1989, 
the 6-8 grades were likewise 
moved to West Liberty, leaving 
only five grades plus kindergar- 
ten, now known as the Cannel 
City Elementary School. This 
coming September 2007, the 
school will no longer exist when 
it will be transferred to the new 
school at Greear. 

Now, I want to mention some 
things i know about Cannel City 
School. In 1945 Wardie, Hester 
Arnett, and I were teaching the 
Caney School with about 100 stu- 
dents when a great calamity oc- 
curred. Our beloved school 
burned to the ground in less than 
45 minutes which left the three 
teachers and around 100 students 
watching the school that meant so 
much to all of us with flames sur- 
rounding the flag. It just so hap-

pened that Ova O. Haney, our su- 
perintendent, stopped by and in- 
formed the group not to worry 
that we would be transferred to 
the Cannel City High School. 
What a change! Moving from a 
well kept, well organized school 
to one that will be hard to de- 
scribe. 

There was a room for Wardie 
but none for Hester and me. It 
took a couple of days to prepare 
a room for Hester and me. While 
awaiting the erection of our room 
at the rear of the auditorium, one 
thing that I did was clean up the 
outside restrooms. What a mess 
they were! The floors were cov- 
ered with human feces. At that 
time the building was heated with 
pot bellied stoves, no library and 
floors covered with black oil. 

That was the beginning of my 
many years at Cannel City. I 
taught most grades 1-6 during my 
stay at Cannel City. I have many 
fond memories of this grand old 
school. Now I meet some of my 
students— some I know and some 
I don’t. 

After Dorsey Benton, Thelma 
Patrick’s brother retired, Wardie 
became principal in 1952. Edwin 
Benton reported what a struggle 
they had reoving the black oil 
from the floors. He said that he, 
Wardie, and several others 
scrubbed and scrubbed with ban- 
ner lye soap to remove the mess 
from the floors. The grounds were 
also improved under the supervi- 
sion of the Federal Government 
land grants. Trees were planted, 
flowere were sowed, Venetian 
blinds were placed at all the win- 
dows, which are still in place. 
Also a small library was started. 
After Wardie retired in 1969, the 
school continued to improve. In 
a later write-up more about the 
improvements. Also a list of all 
the principals will be listed. 

Now the school is under the 
supervision of Mrs. Whitt as the 
principal. On two occasions I 
talked to some of the students. 
They love the school, hate to see 
it close as do so many other stu- 
dents, alumni, etc. My, the pre- 
cious memories as was shared in 
the recent Christmas celebration. 
So many memories were re- 
freshed. The students and those 
who worked so diligently to put 
on the performance. Thanks 
Jimmy Jones for mentioning 
Wardie and some of his perfor- 
mances. 

Hopefully more people will 
express their feelings of this 
grand old school. 

I want to sincerely thank 
Edwin Benton and others for their 
help in preparing this letter. More 
will follow, also some great pic- 
tures connected with the school.

Local Red Cross chapter seeking 
new volunteers and donations

The Mid-East Kentucky 
American Red Cross chapter is 
currently seeking new volunteers 
and donations to assist local 
disaster victims and military 
personnel, and to initiate 
preparedness education programs 
locally. 

Chapter Executive Brenda 
Jones said the Mid-East Kentucky 
chapter - which includes Morgan, 
Menifee, Wolfe and Perry 
counties - currently boasts over 
250 volunteers, with 150 from 
Morgan County. 

“We have a lot of great 
volunteers throughout the chapter 
area,” Jones said. “But we can 
always use more. Volunteers can 
have a great impact on the 
community, and we truly 
appreciate their services.” 

Assistant Chapter Manager/ 
Executive Peter Brandt said 
volunteer services are limitless. 

“When most people think of 
the Red Cross, they think mainly 
of disaster work,” Brandt said. 
“But there are many ways for 
local people to volunteer their 
time, including media work, 
casework, program instruction, 
etc. We don’t want to tie 
volunteers down; they can work 
at their own pace.” 

The chapter also emphasizes 
youth activities. 

“There is a Junior Red Cross 
partially set up in Morgan 
County,” Brandt said. “The group 
is for middle and high school 
students, but it needs an adult 
sponsor to provide leadership and 
guidance. Junior Red Cross 
projects are unlimited.” 



Brandt also said the Junior 
Red Cross program fosters future 
adult volunteers. 

“High school members can 
become certified in adult Red 
Cross courses,” Brandt said. 
“When students are old enough, 
they can contact the Red Cross 
and become full adult members. 
Their previous training will help 
them to further advance in the 
organization.” 

Red Cross courses and prices 
include standard first aid, $40; 
standard first aid with AED, $45; 
adult CPR with AED, $35; adult 
CPR with infant CPR, $35; adult/ 
infant/child CPR, $40 (recert 
$30); first aid, $25; adult/infant/ 
child CPR and first aid, $45; 
bloodbome pathogens, $20; HIV/ 
AIDS prevention, $20; sports 
safety training, $40; CPR for the 
professional rescuer, $55 (recert 
$35); babysitter’s training, $25; 
pet first aid, $25; workplace 
modules, $15; instructor training 
(first aid, CPR, AED), $200; and 
lifeguard training, $200 (recert 
$150). 

Jones said students who 
cannot afford course prices can 
apply for a discounts and 
scholarships. 

“We try to help our students 
as much as we can,” Jones said. 
“Many courses are also online, so 
pupils can take training at home. 
These classes are convenient and 
can be completed in 15 days. It is 
a great way for busy people to get 
necessary hours.” 

Brandt said lack of awareness 
sometimes hinders the 
organization, however. 



“There are a lot of people whc 
don’t realize there is a Red Cross 
chapter in this area,” Brandt said 
“We try to raise consciousness 
through mailers, newspapei 
articles, television coverage 
(WYMT), etc. We want tc 
promote ourselves in a positive 
way to interest people in what we 
do.” 

Jones said the group alsc 
distributes safety and preventior 
brochures for fires and natural 
disasters, and is available foi 
presentations to civic groups anc 
schools. 

“Our goal is to teach people 
preparedness,” Jones said. “We 
want people to be ready for the 
unexpected. Sometimes families 
can’t prevent or avoid disastrous 
situations, but we can help then: 
begin to rebuild their lives.” 

Jones said service is the mosl 
rewarding aspect of volunteei 
work. 

“You get back more than yor 
give through helping people,’ 
Jones said. “It is a great feeling tc 
know you have done something 
good for someone, to offer c 
personal touch to others in times 
of need. Together we can make £ 
difference.”

Warmer climate prompts Arbor Day 
Foundation to alter hardiness zones 



Monday, Jan. 1 — America 
has been getting warmer, and that 
means more plants can grow in 
more places. The National Arbor 
Day Foundation, which promotes 
tree planting, recently revised its 
hardiness zones, which are based 
on average annual low 
temperatures using 10 degree 
increments. The map is a vivid 
illustration of global warming, 
which a consensus of climate 
scientists agree is underway. The 
main debate about warming is 
how much if it is being caused 
by human activities. 

“Significant portions of many 
states have shifted at least one full 
hardiness zone. Much of Illinois, 
Indiana, and Ohio, for example, 
have shifted from Zone 5 to a 
warmer Zone 6. Some areas 
around the country have even 
warmed two full zones,” the 
foundation said in a news release. 
All of Kentucky was in Zone 6, 
with a couple of spots in Zone 5; 
now, most of the state is in Zone 
7. So is almost all of Tennessee. 

Ben Sutherly of the Dayton 
Daily News detailed the changes 
in Ohio, where in 1990 “only 
portions of southwestern, 
southern and eastern Ohio fell 
within Zone 6, where average 
annual lows range between minus 
10 and 0 degrees. The rest of 
Ohio fell within Zone 5, where 
average annual lows range 
between minus 20 and minus 10 
degrees. In 2006, however, the 
foundation found virtually all of 
Ohio and much of lower 
Michigan fell within Zone 6.” 
Sutherly adds, A recent survey of 
scientific literature on observed 
changes in natural phenomena, 



titled “season creep,” found lilacs 
and honeysuckle bloom six days 
earlier, while lakes and rivers are 
freezing six days later and 
thawing six days earlier. 

The foundation developed the 
map from “the most recent 15 



years’ data available from the 
National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration’s 
5,000 National Climatic Data 
Center cooperative stations across 
the United States.”

Lady Cougars capture title in 
Bath Christmas Tournament 

Morgan wins four straight; Eagle, Fugate 
andDulen named All-Tourney

Morgan County - 50 
Menifee County - 26 

The Lady Cougars scored 18 
of the game’s first 22 points and 
never looked back as Morgan 
rolled to a 50-26 win over 
Menifee County. 

Five players scored in the first 
eight minutes, led by six points 
from senior guard Jacey Curd. 
The two teams scored nine apiece 
in the second period as Jeff 
Brown’s squad maintained its 
double figure lead heading to in- 
termission. 

Curd and Leslie Eagle com- 
bined for 11 points in the third 
quarter to help Morgan blow the 
game open with a 26-point advan- 
tage. Meghan Howard scored the 
Lady Cougars’ only four points of 
the final period making for the 50- 
26 final. 

Menifee County was held to 
no more than nine points in any 
quarter. Chelsea Williams, who 
came into the game averaging 
well over 20 points per game, was 
held to a relatively quiet six points 
by the Morgan defense. 

“This game was all about de- 
fense,” Brown said. “Hannah 
Fugate and Shay Williams did an 
unbelievable job on (Chelsea) 
Williams. Our kids are under- 
standing where to be on defense 
and how to rotate. That’s helping 
us play well.” 

Eagle and Curd led Morgan 
with 11 points each. Fugate and 
Alyssa Dulen had eight apiece, 



while Kayla Kelly and Howard 
both scored six. 

Morgan County - 58 
Lewis Cunty - 51 

Leslie Eagle and Hannah 
Fugate combined for 27 points as 
the Lady Cougars turned away 
Lewis County, 58-51. 

Morgan jumped out to a 10- 
point lead after one quarter and 
maintained a 31-22 advantage at 
intermission. Eagle scored 10 of 
her 15 points in the opening half. 

Lewis County’s Jessi Marth 
and Emily Lykins combined for 
nine points in the third quarter as 
their team pulled within six points 
heading to the final eight minutes. 
But six Lady Cougars scored in 
the fourth period, led by four 
points each from Fugate and 
Eagle, as Morgan closed out the 
58-51 victory. 

Unlike Menifee County, the 
Lady Lions posted double-figure 
scoring in all but one quarter. 
Morgan earned the win despite 
seven converted three-point field 
goals by Lewis County. 

“As good as our defense was 
against Menifee, that’s how much 
we struggled against Lewis,”

was over Hannah (Fugate) told 
me that even though we won, she 
wasn’t satisfied with our perfor- 
mance.

Andre' the

It was 22 years in the making. 
Not since Kentucky claimed vic- 
tory over Wisconsin in the 1984 
Hall of Fame bowl had the Wild- 
cats tasted post-season success. 

That all changed last Friday. 

Andre Woodson put up Tim 
Couch-like numbers but accom- 
plished what “The Deuce” could 
not do — win a bowl game. 
Woodson completed 20 of 28 
passes for 299 yards and three 
touchdowns as Kentucky beat 
Clemson in the Music City Bowl, 
28-20. 

Woodson’s trio of touchdowns 
brought his season total to an 
amazing 31 — joining Couch as 
the only UK quarterbacks to ever 
top the 30 TD mark. All this after 
throwing for just six scores a year 
ago and even being demoted to 
second-string in the spring. 

The only thing more memo- 
rable than Woodson’s first touch- 
down pass was the play that set it 
up. Faced with a fourth and long 
deep in in its own territory, Ken- 
tucky pulled off a bit of trickery 
as punter Tim Masthay threw for 
a first down. Woodson followed 
that shocker with one of his own 
— throwing a perfect 70-yard 
strike to DeMoreao Ford for a 
touchdown and a 14-6 UK lead. 

Woodson notched his second 
touchdown on a 24-yard pass to 
Dicky Lyons midway through the 
third period. Jacob Tamme was 
the recipient of Woodson’s last 
touchdown throw early in the 
fourth quarter; one that essen- 
tially put the game away. 

Woodson’s emergence as pro- 
caliber quarterback was recog- 
nized when he was named All- 
SEC two weeks ago. His perfor- 
mance in the Music City Bowl 
confirmed it. 

Don’t be surprised when you 
see Woodson’s name mentioned 
in the pre-season publications in 
2007. Not only as an All-SEC and 
All-American candidate, but also 
as a Heisman Trophy hopeful.

Changes proposed to state 
hunter education law 



At its quarterly meeting held 
on Dec. 8, the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission proposed 
modifications to the state’s man- 
datory hunter education law. 
Commission members also voted 
to open the ruffed grouse season 
sooner next year. 

The commission recommends 
all hunting, fishing and boating 
regulations for approval by the 
General Assembly and approves 
all expenditures by the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. 

Starting July 1, 2007, the com- 
mission is recommending that 
any youth hunter required to have 
a hunting license in Kentucky 
must obtain a hunter education 
course completion card before 
turning age 12. The current law 
requires a hunter to pass a state- 
approved hunter education course 
by age 10. 

Under the new proposal, a 
hunter would be eligible to take 
the hunter education test at age 

Watch for elk 
on southeastern 
Ky. highways 

Motorists in southeastern 
Kentucky should watch out for 
elk in the road during the next 
few months, as animals move to 
lower elevations in search of 
food. 

“Considering the number of 
elk we have, there aren’t many 
collisions,” said Law Enforce- 
ment Capt. Keith Amburgey of 
the Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. “Drivers 
need to observe the speed limit 
in areas where we’ve had colli- 
sions before, and cautiously ease 
through if they see elk. It’s im- 
portant to watch for other traffic 
at the same time.” 

Roads with the highest num- 
ber of elk-vehicle collisions dur- 
ing the pat few years include KY 
7 in Knott County, KY 583 in 
Knott and Floyd counties, KY 
476 in Perry County, U.S. 421 in 
Leslie County and KY 66 in Clay 
County. 

“The vast majority of elk-ve- 
hicle collisions happen from 
Thanksgiving through April,” 
said Tina Brunjes, big game pro- 
gram coordinator for Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. “Motorists 
need to be aware that elk move a 
lot this time of year.” 

Elk are most likely to move on 
nights when the moon is full. 
“They can move all night during 
a full moon,” said Karen Alexy, 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife’s re- 
search program coordinator. 
“This time of year, some of the 
elk move down from the re- 
claimed mines in search of food.” 

If drivers encounter an elk in 
the road, they should slow down 
and cautiously move past the ani- 
mal. Drivers should not turn their 
vehicle’s headlights off. “Ani- 
mals freeze when confronted 
with bright lights,” Brunjes said. 
“But if you turn the lights off, 
they begin moving and you can’t 
see them, which can be danger- 
ous.” 

Kentucky began restoring 
free-ranging elk to southeastern 
Kentucky in 1997. The state’s 
herd now numbers about 5,700. 
However, even with the growing 
herd, elk are much less likely than 
deer to collide with cars or trucks. 
An average of 10 elk- vehicle col- 
lisions have occurred per year 
since Kentucky’s elk restoration 
began. 

“Elk aren’t as prone to dart out 
in front of cars as deer are,” said 
Brunjes. “But it’s still a good idea 
to slow down to pay attention.” 



9, which gives the young hunter 
three years to successful pass the 
course if needed, before it is le- 
gally required. 

The proposal would allow 
youngsters more time to take the 
free 10-hour course, which in- 
cludes in-class and live fire in- 
struction. Hunter education 
would remain mandatory before 
doing any type of hunting for 
anyone born on or after Jan. 1, 
1975, and required to have a 
hunting license. 

In related business, the com- 
mission also proposed that a new, 
$5 one-time permit be available 
next July that would allow any 
hunter who is subject to hunter 
education law to be exempt for a 
one-year period after purchase. 

This exemption permit would 
be available online only via the 
agency’s website. Those using 
the exemption permit would also 
be required to hunt only when ac- 
companied by a legal, adult 
hunter. After the yearlong exemp- 
tion expires, the hunter would 
then have to complete the hunter 
education course, obtain the card 
and carry in the field as proof of 
complying with the hunter edu- 
cation law. 

“The intent of these changes 
is to allow both adults and youth 
more opportunities to try hunting 
with a mentor before having to 
take hunter education,” said Bill 
Baida, hunter education supervi- 
sor for Kentucky Fish and Wild- 
life. 

“If they try hunting and enjoy 
it, they could then complete the 
course and the time it takes to do 
so would be worthwhile. They 
may have even a better under- 
standing of the materials after 
some actual experience in the 
field,” Baida added. 

“Parents and students are very 
busy with many other interests, 
and we want to give those with 
an interest in hunting consider- 
ation in making time for hunting, 
and the hunting-related learning 
we now require,” Baida con- 
cluded. 

The commission also pro- 
posed to begin the ruffed grouse 
season Nov. 1. This coincides 
with the opening of rabbit and 
quail season, and simplifies the 
regulation. 

The next Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission meeting 
will be held at 8 a.m. Eastern 
time, Friday, March 9, 2007 at #1 
Sportsman’s Lane off U.S. 60 in 
Frankfort. Persons interested in 
addressing the commission must 
notify the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commissioner’s office 
in writing at least 30 days in ad- 
vance to be considered for place- 
ment on the meeting agenda. 
People who are hearing impaired 
and plan to attend the meeting 
should contact the Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife office at least 10 
days in advance and the agency 
will provide a translator. To re-

“With school work as a prior- 
ity, all students will gain the 
knowledge and skills needed to 
become successful adults,” 
Sparkman said. “But for various 
reasons, some students occasion- 
ally fail to give academic work 
the attention it deserves, leading 
to missing assignments and fail- 
ing grades.” 

To address this issue, the 
middle school will be implement- 
ing a No Zero Policy after Christ- 
mas break. The particulars of the 
program, approved by the Board 
of Education on December 11, 
2006, are as follows: 

•If a student has a zero in any 
class, he/she will be required to 
attend an after-school tutoring 
session held on Mondays. 

•Parents/guardians will be no- 
tified by phone and/or by mailed 
communication on Thursday or 
Friday of the week prior to the 
student being required to attend

Funding comes through the 
Wildlife Habitat Incentives Pro- 
gram, or WHIP, and applications 
are now being accepted. Improv- 
ing the fields and forests for wild- 
life can be as simple as putting 
trees and shrubs in the ground, 
planting certain types of grasses, 
or fencing cattle away from 
creeks and thickets. The incentive 
program helps pay for these im- 
provements. To participate, you 
must own or control he property 
and be willing to improve 10 
acres or more. Since the program 
is about growing a home for wild- 
life rather than feeding animals, 
food plots are not eligible. 

Funding for projects is com- 
petitive, with the best applica- 
tions considered first. Anyone in- 
terested in the 2007 incentives 
program should apply by Jan. 3 1 .

Discharged at age 26, Kels Nickell had seen more tragedy and 
adventure than most people experience in a lifetime - Part 3 of a series

The well known and much- 
written-about Battle of the Little 
Bighorn occurred eight days af- 
ter the Rosebud battle. Here 
Custer made two fatal decisions, 
first to attack a day early without 
the support of Terry and Gibbon, 
and second to divide his com- 
mand into three columns. He kept 
companies C, E, F, I and L with 
his headquarters section. He had 
13 officers and 200 enlisted men 
and a few civilians. Captain 
Fredrick Benteen took H, D and 
K companies numbering five of- 
ficers and 110 enlisted men and 
scouted the ridgeline south of the 
Little Bighorn River. Major 
Marcus Reno was given A, G and 
M companies and told to attack 
the large Indian village in the val- 
ley (known as the Greasy Grass 
by the Sioux) through which the 
Little Bighorn River ran. He had 
11 officers and 130 enlisted men. 
The pack train with all spare am- 
munition was left behind with 
Company B (two officers and 130 
enlisted men and numerous pack- 
ers) under Captain Thomas 
McDougal. It was late in the af- 
ternoon on Sunday, June 25, 
1876. Major Reno began attack- 
ing in the direction of the village 
but was nearly overwhelmed be- 
fore reaching it. He ordered a re- 
treat across the river and dug in 
along some high bluffs. 

He lost several men in a run- 
ning fight through the valley and 
crossing with hundreds of Indi- 
ans coming from the village. To 
say that Custer had underesti- 
mated the number of warriors in 
the village is more than an under- 
statement. An estimated 3,000 to 
4,000 lodges were set up along 
the river with as many as 4,000 
warriors gathered there. 

Captains Benteen and 
McDougal made their way to the 
bluffs and joined Reno, probably 
saving him from meeting the 
same fate as Custer. Custer’s 
command moved down Medicine 
Tail Coulee and along a ridge 
above Deep Coulee toward the 
Little Bighorn but never made it 
across. Indians guarding the ford 
turned them back with an intense 
rifle fire. His troopers fell back 
and up the ridge falling from ar- 
rows and bullets as they went. 
The survivors gathered at the 
crest and fought on for a few min- 
utes before being overwhelmed 
by thousands of Sioux, Cheyenne 
and other tribes fighting to save 



their families camped in the val- 
ley. The point where the last fight- 
ing took place became known as 
“Last Stand Hill.” It is well 
known there was no human sur- 
vivor from Custer’s men to tell 
what took place in the space of 
some thirty minutes. Captain 
Miles W. Keogh’s horse, 
Comanche, survived the battle 
with seven bullet wounds. It was 
never ridden again and remained 
the 7th’s mascot until its death. 
Kels said that Crook got word, 
possibly from a Crow scout, of a 
big battle some 50 miles to the 
north of their camp on Goose 
Creek, but had no details. Kels 
said that he and another trooper 
were sent north to find out where 
the other columns were and if a 
battle had taken place. They ar- 
rived in the vicinity of the Little 
Bighorn after midnight on the 
27th of June. Kels said that the 
smell of the dead was indescrib- 
able but in the darkness they were 
not sure of what had happened. 
The next morning they met troop- 
ers from Gibbon’s column and 
were some of the first on the 
battlefield. Custer, his family 
members, 13 officers and 200 en- 
listed men of Companies C, E, F, 
I and L, along with some civil- 
ians lay on the grassy slopes 
above the Little Bighorn River in 
the hot Montana sun. The exact 
number with Custer varies in dif- 
ferent accounts. 

Newspaper reporter Mark 
Kellogg had gone along to cover 
the expedition and write a “big” 
article about Custer’s exploits for 
his papers, the New York Herald 
and Bismark Tribune. He decided 
to accompany Custer knowing 
that would be where the action 
was. He dramatically stated “I go 
with Custer and will be at the 
death.” He lay among the blue 
clad troopers never having had 
the chance to finish his writings. 

They had been laying there as 
they had fallen the evening of the 
25th. The 7th troopers were given 
a hasty burial on the 28th where 
they lay. A few inches of dirt were 
scooped over them and then cov- 
ered with sage brush. The place 
was known as the Custer National 
Battlefield for decades. A few 
years ago, it was rightly re-named 
the Little Bighorn National 
Battlefield. In most accounts of 
the Indian Wars, a successful out- 
come by the U.S. Cavalry was a 
victory but a success by the 



American Indian was labeled a 
“massacre.” 

Crook received official word 
of the battle on 10 July and issued 
orders for the 5th Regiment to 
join his column as soon as pos- 
sible. They were delayed by a 
battle with some 800 Indians at 
War Bonnet Creek on 17 July. 
Their colorful scout, “Buffalo 
Bill” Cody, was the victor in com- 
bat with the Cheyenne sub-chief 
Yellow Hand during the action. 
The entire 5th Regiment finally 
joined Crook at his Goose Creek 
camp on 4 August 1876 and Kels 
was reunited with Company K. 
Crook ordered the column to set 
out in pursuit of Indians still 
roaming the territory. All tents, 
camp equipment and baggage 
were loaded into supply wagons 
to be left behind. Each trooper 
carried only weapons and such 
personal equipment as necessary. 
As dawn broke crisp and clear on 
the morning of the 5th the troop- 
ers ate a hearty breakfast, broke 
camp and awaited the signal for 



“Boots and Saddles.” The order 
came to lead into line and each 
man stood by his horse as offic- 
ers did a quick inspection of men 
and equipment. The early morn- 
ing stillness was shattered as the 
bugler sounded “Mount.” Twenty 
officers and five hundred enlisted 
men swung into their saddles 
amid the creaking of leather and 
the metallic jingle of equipment. 
They headed into the valley of 
Prairie Dog Creek and crossed the 
Tongue River at mid-day. The 
next several days were repeats of 
the first. The Indians appeared to 
have scattered into small bands 
but Crook pushed on. They pur- 
sued the fleeting bands through- 
out the fall but were never suc- 
cessful in cornering them. One 
battle at Slim Buttes resulted in 
several casualties on both sides. 
Severe weather conditions put the 
column under many hardships. 
Supplies became nearly non-ex- 
istent and finally the troopers 
were forced to eat many of their 
horses to survive. A very good 



account of the 5th Regiment’s fall 
1876 campaign (Campaigning 
With Crook) was written by Cap- 
tain Charles King, 5th Regiment, 
in 1880. 

Kels continued to serve under 
Crook and took part in other cam- 
paigns and skirmishes before be- 
ing discharged on September 2, 
1880 at Ft. Laramie, Wyoming 
Territory. By that time, many of 
the Sioux warriors had been killed 
or starved out and forced to sur- 
render. The survivors were con- 
fined to reservations and the way 
of life for a proud people came to 
and end. War chief Sitting Bull 
surrendered a few months after 
Kels was discharged, ending the 
bloody Plains Wars. In the late 
1880s, the “Ghost Dance” began 
to be practiced on the reservations 
across the west. The different 
tribes believed that by praying, 
dancing the Ghost Dance and 
singing songs related to the dance 
they would be permitted brief 
glances of the world to come, a 
world free of pain, sickness, want, 
death and above all free of white 
people. The Indian agents and 
public in general became fearful 
of the activities. The army was 
sent into restore “order” and more 
Native Americans died, including 
the great war chief Sitting Bull. 
Another “battle” was fought in 
1890 at Wounded Knee, South 
Dakota. The army was sent to es- 
cort the Sioux back to the Pine 
Ridge Agency (reservation) from 
their camp in the valley along 
Wounded Knee Creek. Ironically 
the unit sent was Custer’s old 7th 
Cavalry. Some of the warriors did 
not want to give up their rifles and 
a scuffle ensued and a shot rang 
out. During that bitter winter day 
of December 29, 1890, 150 Na- 
tive Americans died, among them 
62 women and children. The fight 
claimed 25 officers and enlisted 
men of the 7th Cavalry. This was 
the last major incident between 
the U.S. Government and the 
Native Americans. At last the 
army had broken and humiliated 
a mighty nation. 

Kels had taken the Oath of 
Allegiance on September 2, at 
Cincinnati, Ohio, for an enlist- 
ment term of five years. His dis- 
charge stated that he was 5 feet 
seven and three quarters inches 
tall, had gray eyes, red hair and a 
ruddy complexion. The discharge 
also stated that he was of good 
character, with no mention of

problems during his service. He 
was 26 years of age and had seen 
more tragedy and adventure than 
most people experience in a life- 
time.

GUEST COLUMN 

President Gerald Ford 

History dealt him a weak 
hand; he played it well 



The abiding cliche about 
Gerald Ford — who died Decem- 
ber 26 at age 93 — is that he was 
a decent man who steadied the 
country but held the White House 
too briefly to leave a major im- 
print. We’ve always thought that 
view of his Presidency is too di- 
minishing, not least because he 
led the nation of a dangerous time 
and resisted political furies that 
could have done the U.S. far 
more harm. 

“America’s Suicide Attempt” 
is how the historian Paul Johnson 
describes the 1970s. And it is 
important to recall the bad tem- 
per of the times that Ford inher- 
ited in becoming the 38th Presi- 
dent. He succeeded Richard 
Nixon, who had resigned over the 
Watergate coverup and amid an 
unpopular war in Vietnam. He 
faced large liberal majorities in 
Congress that were emboldened 
by their ouster of Nixon and set 
to revive the Great Society. And 
he had to clean up the financial 
problems caused by a burst of 
inflation and wage and price con- 
trols. Ford navigated all these 
traumas better than he gets credit 
for. 

It is true that Ford was some- 
thing of an accidental President, 
the only one in U.S. history never 
elected as either President or Vice 
President. Before Nixon picked 
him to replace the disgraced 
Spiro Agnew as his Vice Presi- 
dent, Ford had been contemplat- 
ing retirement from his Grand 
Rapids, Michigan House seat. 
But like another unlikely Presi- 
dent from the Midwest, Harry 
Truman, he had reserves of hon- 
esty and fortitude that served him 
well. 

He made a particular contri- 
bution in pardoning Nixon, 
though he knew Nixon’s enemies 
would accuse him of a quid pro 
quo . The decision cost him the 
election in 1976, but it also 
spared the country from years of 
division over a criminal trial that 
special prosecutor Leon Juworski 
seemed determined to pursue. 

Congress had trampled over a 
weakened Nixon, and another 
Ford contribution was restoring 
some measure of executive au- 
thority. Far more than Nixon, he 
used his veto pen (66 times in 895 
days), blunting liberal excesses 
after Democrats picked up 46 
House seats in 1974. He also de- 
serves credit for resisting the iso- 
lationism that was rampant as the 
Vietnam War wound down. It 
was a rare period in postwar U.S. 
history when the public favored 
spending less on defense. 

Democrats exploited the 
mood in early 1975 to block 
Ford’s funding request for our 
allies in South Vietnam, as the 
North began its offensive. Ford 
pleaded with Congress that 
“American unwillingness to pro- 
vide adequate assistance to allies 
fighting for their lives could se- 
riously affect our credibility 
throughout the world as an ally,” 
but to no avail. Saigon fell by 
April, and the boat people and 
massacres in Southeast Asia soon 
followed. Thus one irony of this 
week’s praise for Ford as a uni- 
fying President: At the time, he 
was mocked as clumsy and dull, 



and he was vilified for blocking 
Congressional priorities. Any of 
this sound familiar? 

Vietnamwas a scarring Ameri- 
can defeat, but it could have been 
worse had Ford capitulated to the 
Congressional stampede. In- 
stead, he fortified U.S. relations 
with the rest of free Asia, and he 
sent in the Marines A despite lib- 
eral howls when the U.S. ship the 
Mayaguez was taken hostage by 
Cambodia’s Khmer Rouge. 

Given the weak hand he inher- 
ited, it is perhaps understandable 
that Ford continued the Nixon 
policy of pursuing detente and 
arms control with the Soviet 
Union. But that strategy was al- 
ready beginning to fail due to 
growing Soviet adventurism 
abroad and conservative skepti- 
cism at home. Ford also joined 
Leonid Brezhnev in signing the 
Helsinki Accords guaranteeing 
civil liberties in the Soviet bloc; 
while criticized by conservatives, 
the Helsinki pact probably helped 
to undermine Soviet moral au- 
thority over the years. 

The Ford Administration’s 
economic record is also better 
than its reputation, sandwiched 
as it was between two of the three 
worst economic Presidencies of 
the 20th century. Hoover’s was 
the worst, then Nixon’s followed 
by Jimmy Carter’s. 

For d is famous for having 
initially rebuffed New York 
City’s bid for a financial bailout, 
but New York’s trouble was 
merely one symptom of the fi- 
nancial woes caused by Federal 
Reserve Chairman Arthur 
Burns’s monetary blunder. Burns 
opened the easy money spigots 
in Nixon’s term, leading to 12% 
inflation, a spike in interest rates 
and wage and price controls, and 
setting the stage for financial cri- 
ses from Mexico to Britain, 
among other places. Despite such 
early follies as the WIN program 
— “whip inflation now” — and 
a failed proposal to raise taxes, 
Ford ran a strong Treasury under 
Secretary William Simon, 
adopted sounder policies and left 
the economy better than he found 
it. 

In historical political terms, 
Ford was something of a transi- 
tion figure — from the traditional 
Republicanism of Eisenhower, 
with which Ford identified, to the 
more energetic reform conserva- 
tism that would triumph with 
Reagan. Arguably Ford’s biggest 
political mistake was choosing 
Nelson Rockefeller as his vice 
president over Reagan. The New 
York Governor was deeply un- 
popular with the GOP base, and 
the selection left Ford vulnerable 
to Reagan’s primary challenge in 
1976. 

The Gipper came within a 
handful of delegates of taking the 
nomination, a challenge that 
weakened Ford for the autumn 
race against Democrat Jimmy 
Carter. In the event, Ford ran one 
of the better Presidential cam- 
paigns of the modern era and 
came close to beating the former 
Georgia governor who had run as 
a conservative himself. 

Perhaps President Ford’s 
greatest achievement was in 
demonstrating to a nation angry

and dispirited over Watergate and 
Vietnam that its political system 
was resilient and the Office of the 
Presidency still worthy of re- 
spect. In that sense his Presi- 
dency was a triumph of Ford’s 
personal character — not the 
first, or last, time America has 
been fortunate in the leaders our 
democracy has produced.

7 
bridges in Carter, Elliott 



FLEMINGSBURG, Ky., Dec. 
27 — The Kentucky Transporta- 
tion Cabinet has awarded a con- 
tract for$49 1,08 1.56 for bridge 
repairs along the Ky. 7 corridor 
in Carter and Elliott counties. 

The projects involve deck res- 
toration and waterproofing on 
two structures in the Grayson 
Lake vicinity. The bridges to be 
repaired carry Ky. 7 across the 
Little Sandy River at the Carter- 
Elliott county line and the 
Grayson Lake spillway at 
milepoint 3.920 in Carter County. 

“Ky. 7 is a primary north- 
south corridor in this area,” said 
Transportation Cabinet Secretary 
Bill Nighbert.“This route links a 
large region of Kentucky to In- 
terstate 64, providing access to 
economic and recreational op- 
portunities. These bridge repair 
projects will help ensure that 
there is a safe route for all who 
use this important road.” 

M&M Services Co., Inc., of 
Mt. Sterling, was awarded the 
low-bid contract for $49 1 ,08 1 .56 
to repair both bridges. Once work 
begins on the Little Sandy bridge, 



the contractor has 40 working 
days to complete the project. 
Once work begins on the spill- 
way bridge, the contractor has 30 
working days to complete the 
project. Work on both bridges is 
scheduled to be finished by Nov. 
15, 2007. 

“Governor Fletcher is com- 
mitted to providing the best pos- 
sible highways for drivers in 
Kentucky,” Nighbert said. 
“These projects are just part of 
that goal. Through making opera- 
tions at the Transportation Cabi- 
net more efficient, we have been 
able to award record numbers of 
construction contracts the past 
two years and invest several mil- 
lion dollars in the transportation 
infrastructure of this state.” 

Construction activities are 
scheduled on a tentative basis 
and are subject to change de- 
pending on weather conditions.
